An act to extend the charter of the bank of 
Kentucky, bank of Louisville and Northern bank 
with the report of the committee on Banks, and 
the resolution thereto. 

The House again resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole, (Mr. RICHARDSON in the 
chair) and proceeded to the consideration of said 
bill, Ac. 

The question being upon the amendment pro- 
posed bv Mr. KELSEY, 

Mr. j’ T. WHITE continued his remarks in 
favor of the restrictions. 

Mr. HUEY addressed the c inmittee in favor 
of tbe amendment. 

Mr. Speaker (WHITE,) proposed the fol- 
lowing as a substitute for tbe ill and amend- 
ments: 

That llie chartered privileges and rights of the 
President, Directors and company of the Bank 
of Louisville, shall continue in full force for 
the period of twenty years, from the 1st day of 
January, 1863. That the chartered privileges of 
the President, Directors and company of the 
Bank of Kentucky shall continue in full force 
for twenty years, from the 1st day of October, 
1864; and that the chartered privileges aud rights 
of the President, Directors and company of the 
Northern Bank of Kentucky shall continue in 
full force for twenty years, from the 1st day of 
May, 1865. But said extensions of the charters 
of said Banka shall be subject to the <*estrictions 
and provisions following, viz: 

1st. Each of said banks shall be subject to all 
the restrictions, limitations, penalties, condil’ons, 
and duties imposed on them by the respective 
acts for their incorporations and the acts amend- 
atory thereto. 

2nd. The Legislature shall at all times have 
the power to prohibit the Issue of bank notes un 
der the denomination of five dollars, and after 
187.5, of notes under the denomination of ten 
dollars. 

3rd. After the termination of the present char 
ters, and after this act takes effect, as to each 
of said banks, they shall at no time have in cir- 
culation a greater amount than tbe actual capi- 
tal paid in. 

4ih In one year from tbe 1st of June, 1858, 
the Northern Bank shall establish a branch in 
tbe town of Glasgow, in tbe county of Barren 
with a capital of $150, QUO. 

The Bank of Kentucky shall establish a branch 
at the town of Columbus, in the county of Hick 
man, with a capital of $150,000. 

And tbe Bank of Louisyille shall establish t 
branch at the town of Burksville, in Cumberland 
county, with a capital of $150,000. 

The President, Directors and company of the 
Northern Bank of Kentucky shall, within 
twelve months from the passage of this act, lo 
cate and establish an additional branch of said 
bank at Paducah, in .McCracken county, with 
capital of $*200,000; and to enable said Bank to 
do so, the capital stock of said bank is hereby 
increased the sum of $200,000 over and above 
its surplus. 

§ 2. That said banks shall not invest in bills of 
exchange more than double the amount of the 
notes discounted and suspended debt and other 
Investment of said bank, bearing six per cent 
interest, excluding from the compensation of bills 
of exchange tbe remittances, which said bank 
may make for collection at points where tbe funds 
may accumulate. 

^ 3. That the stockholders of the several banks 
aforesaid shall, within one year from tbe lUtb of 
May, 1858, by a vote of a majority of all the 
stockholders given at a stated or called meeting 
determine whether they will accept the proposed 
extensions. The Governor of this common 
wealth shall have the power by person or in 
proxy, to vote tbe stock of the commonwealth 
and each bank accepting the provisions of this 
act, in tbe mode aforesaid, shall notify tbe Gov 
ernor of the commonwealth of the acceptance 
by tbe certificate of the President and Directors 
of such banks, and when noticelis thus given 
this act shall be considered in full force and ef- 
fect as to such bank. 

Mr. Speaker explained tbe provisions of bis 
amendment. 

iMr. BARBEE suggested tbe following amend 
ment: 

That the officers of the bank of Kentucky 
shall have no power to remove any of tbe branch 
es as now established and located. 

Mr. DeHAVEN advocated tbe extension of the 
bank charter, and tbe amendment proposed by the 
Speaker.

Remarks of Mr. GlLLIS in opposition to the 
bill of the House of Representatives, propos- 
ing to repeal tbe act of 1856, in relation to 
Laurel County Seminary. 

Mr. GILLIs'said: 

.Mr. Speaker: I cannot, sir, give my assent to 
the bill under consideration. 1 am opposed to 
ts passage, both upon questions of legality and 
as a matter of policy, and, although, in effect, 
the bill under consideration is local, applying to 
a Dortionof those whom 1 have the honor here to 
represent, yet it involves legal principles, and 
questions of law of a general character; and if 1 
can be so fortunate as to obtain the attention of 
Senators, I will endeavor to present, as briefly 
as possible, the legal objections 1 entertain to 
the passage of the bill, as well as ray views of 
its impolicy. 

I deny, sir, first, emphatically and distinctly, 
that this Legislature has legitimate power to pass 
the bill under consideration into a law, and make 
that law, under such act, of any binding force 
upon tbe trustees of this Institution. 1 deny iho 
Legislative power to pass and enforce the prcvis 
ions of the bill; and, having assumed this posi- 
tion, I trust the Senate will bear with me whilst 1 
£0 back into the history of early legislation on 
this subject, and notice the general laws in rela- 
tion to Seminary grants, and also the special en 
aclments in relation to Laurel County Seminary, 
by which, and the concurrent action of the Lau 
rel County Court, which Court, up to the passage 
of the act of 1856, held the trust. 1 flatter my 
self I shall he fully able to sustain the position 
thus assumed — which position is, that the trust 
now fully rests in the trustees named tn the act of 
1856, and that this Legislature has no power to 
change the trusty except by consent of said trustees — 
a consent which has not been obtained — nor is it like’ 
ly to begioen. 

Previous, Mr. Speaker, to 1798, the Legisla- 
ture had granted to trustees^ in each county then 
created in Kentucky, 6,(KlO acres ol land (dr the 
purpose of erecting a Seminary of learning \\\ each 
couuty in the Commonwealth In 1798 the Leg 
islature changed the trust, so far as related to 
counties alterwards to be creiied, and placed the 
fund ol 6,0110 acres in trust, in the respective 
County Courts. The Legislature, however, made 
a proviso to the act of *98, retaining power still 
in the Legislature, to pass all needful laws nec 
essary to carry into effect the objects of the grant. 
The act of ’98 also has a second proviso — which 
is in this language: Provided always^ that the 

donations herein made shall forever continue appro 
priated to the use of Seminaries." The term Sem- 
inaries, being used here in the plural, together 
with counties in the plural, bur evidently imply- 
ing one Seminary, in each and in every instance, 
and I here assert, without the fear of successful 
contradiction, that in no grant of 6,000 acres 
from 1798, to any county, does it appear that 
anything buta central Couniy Institutiouof learn 
ing, under the term Seminary, was ever contem 
plated; and, 1 moreover assert here, and defy the 
successful assault upon the position, that any 
county obtaining her grant under the act of 179?^, 
had no legal power to change the object and pur 
pose intended by the grantor, and for which pur 
pose the grantee received it — which is clearly set 
forth in the second proviso, above quoted. 

In 1820, after various acts on this subject had 
been passed, in the interim from ’98, an act was 
passed authorizing each county which afterwards 
might be created, through her County Court, to 
locate 6.000 acres of land *’ »r the purpose of a 
Seminary of learning in said county, on any va- 
cant lands in the Coinmonweahh, except those 
acquired by the treaty of Tellico, and those West 
of the Tennessee river. 

Now, sir, these were the leading features of 
the law existing on the subject of these Seminary 
grants, when, in 1826, the county of Laurel was 
established, and, withont any further provisions of 
law, and without any legislative enactment, 
Laurel county, through her County Court, might 
have gone on and located her 6.000 acres of land, 
any where in the Stale, except on the Tellico 
lands or those West of the Tennessee river; and, 
supposing she had done so, she would have hold, 
under the act of 1798 — which act is still in force 
and never has been repealed, and which declares 
that the funds arising from said grant should for- 
ever remain devoted to the purpose of a Semina- 
ry — the precise purpose to which the act of 1856 
applies the fund, and which the bill under con 
sideration proposes to repeal, and to divert the 
fund to the common schools of Laurel couuty. 

Laurel county did not locate her lands until 
1834, when, through the efforts of her able Rep 
resentative at the time, she obtained the privil 
ege of locating her Seminary grantof 6,000 acres 
West of the Tennessee river. That act author- 
ized the rents and profits arising from tliose lands 
to be invested in building a suitable edifice, with 
in a half mite of London, for a Seminary, and 
the balance, if any, to the purpose of education 
Precisely the same provisions as all grants from 
’98, and precisely the same disposition as that 
made of the fund by tbe present law of ’56 

This law of 18.35 remained unacted upon by 
the Laurel County Court for sixteen years, and 
until 1851, when an act was passed changing the 
application of the fund from the purposes I have 
named, as required by the act of 18.35, and to in 
vest the fund in State or Bank stock, and divide 
the interest, annually, between the school dis 
tricts of Laurel county. This act remained in 
force for five years, untouched and unacted on by 
the County Court, until two years ago. At the 
suggestion and upon the solicitation of some cit- 
izens of Laurel county, I secured the passage of 
tbe present law — a law placing it and applying it 
to the express purposes for which all general 
county grants were given by the State, and to the 
identical purpose to which it had for sixteen 
years been, by special act of Assembly, dedica- 
ted. 

I have been compelled to be somewhat tedi 
OU3 on this subject, to show, first, that in case of 
a grant the objects and express stipulations of 
the grantor, must be complied with upon tbe part 
of the grantee, and the purposes to which it is 
dedicated must be expressly conformed to. This 
is a principle which no jurist denies. Second 
that governed by such a construction, therefore 
the act of 1851, in relation to Laurel Seminary, 
was void, from the fact that it changed the ob 
ject and purposes to which the grant had been 
dedicated by the grantor, which in this rase was 
the State of Kentucky, and the gfantee the Lau 
rel County Court. This point is most clearly cs 
tablished by tbe act of 1798, nor will it do to say 
that the act of 1834 allowing Laurel county to 
lay her 6,060 acre grant gave any other direction 
to the fund, or released her from the effect and 
force of the law of *98; because she had already 
had her grant of 6,000 acres under the act of *98 
and 1820, and the act of 1834 was passed a/one to 
grant her the privilege of locating where the lands 
were valuable, and from which she was precluded 
by former laws; and so well satisfied does the 
Legislature seem to have been of this fact, that 
the very next year, (1835) it passed a law defi 
nitelv setting forth the application of the fund just 
as all original grants had been, and just as the 
general laws would have disposed of She grant to 
Laurel. The act of 1851, and the bill upon your 
table are indentical in principle, changing the ob 
ject to which the grant was intended and direct 
ed by tbe grantor to be applied, and therefore 
is void, illegal, and unconstitutional. 

I now come to the consideration of the question 
arising upon the transfer of the trust from the 
County Court, in which the Legislature vested it, 
to the trustees apportioned by the act of ’56. It 
ii contended that this Legislature, nor any legis- 



lative body, has legislative power to change the 
trust, when that trust has been vested at the time 
of tbe grant; such is the position I myself as 
sume. It is then asked if this fund vested in the 
Laurel County Court at the lime of making the 
grant, by what power does the act of *56 assume 
to change the trust, an<i interfere with a vested 
right ? Whilst I admit that the Legislature had 
no power without the co operative action of 
Laurel County Court to change the vested 
trust, or right— yet no Senator out bis floor will, I 
presume, doubt for a moment the power of the 
Legislature in the premises, if the co-operation 
and sanction of the legislative act be given by 
the court. But it may be contended that, to make 
the act of ’.51 of binding force, it must appear 
that the act was passed upon the direct petition 
or request of the court. 1 contend sir, and I am 
sustained by all legal precedent, that it may not 
appear that the consent or assent of the court was 
formally given before the passage of the act, yet 
if that assent be afterwards given clearly and for- 
mally, it is in law as binding and effective as 
though given* before, and acts as a radical cure 
to any irregularity, or want of formality in tbe 
proceedings. This position I think cannot be 
successfully controverted, and that Laurel County 
Court did assent to, did as party to this matter, 
adopt, sustain, and carry out all the provisions nec 
essary upon her part, to transfer from her to the 
present trustees all power and control over said 
fund, thereby fully and unqualifiedly vesting the 
right or trust, in said trustees in accordance with 
the act of *51, 1 am prepared most uoquestiona 
bly to show to the satisfaction of this Senate. 

[Here Mr. Gillis called on the clerk to read a 
copy of an order of the Laurel County Court 
made in reference to the act of 1856, and in rela- 
tion to the trust.] 

Now, Mr. Speaker, here is a formal, legal, ex 
plicit, and definitive transfer of the trust, con 
tained in this order of the Laurel Couuty Court. 
Mark, the court is one of the parties, and the 
party holding the vested right or trust. The 
Legislature is the other party, and passes the act 
of *56, changing the trust, which I admit, it 
could not do without the co operative action of 
the other party, the court. The court however 
comes lormally. and endorses the act of *56, and 
by an order on her records fully and unquestion 
ablv transfers the vested right to Charles B. Faris, 
George P. Brown, and John Pitman, and through 
the act of *56, and said order of Court, the 
right, tbe trust, and all power and control of the 
fund thereby vests in said trustees as fully, and 
legally, as it ever did by former act of the Leg 
islature in the Laurel County Court Then sir, 
in view of these facts. 1 ask, has the Legi.slature 
the right or the power to cliaiigc that vested right 
as it exists? inu.nt certainly not, all will agree, 
unless by the consent of the trustees, given either 
before legislative action or their formal endorse- 
ment, an acceptance of the act after its passage. 
I'hat consent has not been given before, nor will 
it be given afterwards. Then Mr. Speaker, 1 
think 1 have established by fair and legitimate 
legal facts and arguments, two positions, either 
of which acts as a legal bar to the passage of this 
bill. First, I think 1 have fully shown that the 
object the State had in view in making all these 
Seminary grants, was to devote the fund to the 
building up of a centra! county institute of learn- 
ing in each county, and to no other purpose, and 
therefore the act of *51 in relation to Laurel Sero 
inary is void because it divested the fund from 
tlie purpose to which it was dedicated by the 
rantor, and the same constitutional objections 
apply to the bill under consideration for the very 
same reasons; and second, I think I have clear 
ly shown that the conjoint action of the act of 
’56, and that of the Laurel County Court in the 
premises, unquestionably invests the trust, and 
right in the trustees, and therelore this Legisla 
lature has no power to change the trust except 
by the consent of the trustees So much, sir, for 
the legal view of the question; and now as to its 
policy, on which point I shall endeavor to be 
more brief. 

The bill under consideration proposes to place 
this fund under tlie control of Laurel County 
Court, so much, therefore, as may remain after 
eoinpleting the building now going up at London 
for this seminary, and that sad Court have pow 
er to distribute the dividends of interest amongst 
the school districts of the county. 

What is the policy of such a course? Why 
sir, this same County Court had the management 
of this fund for sixteen years, with power to sell 
the land and invest the fund just iu the manner 
now directed by the act of *56, governing the 
trustees; did the Court do anything with the 
funds? no, nothing. The only thing the Court 
did in her sixteen years management of the 
funds, was to give away the one half for tbe lo- 
cation of the other — and, sir, 1 am credibly in 
formed that after her agent had located the 
whole grantof 6,000 acres, he generously offered 
the Court, if she w'ould pay the expenses he had 
incurred, and a very reasonable suiu for bis 
services, amounting, in the whole, to the in- 
significant sum of -$175. that he would surrender 
to the county bis claim to one half the grant, 
but the Court, rather than levy a per capita tax 
on the good citizens of Laurel, to raise the $175, 
gave away 3,000 acres of the land now worth, 
perhaps, $15,000 

Again the same Court had the control of this 
fund under the act of *51, for fiveycars— bv which 
the court was instructed to apply it to tbe com 
mon schools of the county — did the Court do any 
thing then? no nothing. So you see this same 
County Court had the managetmenc of this fund 
for 22 years, and tbe only action they took upon 
it was to giveaway one half, rather than pay one 
hundred and seventy five dollars, and also by in- 
action in refusing to raise money to pay an agent 
to superintend the county’s interest in the matter, 
she lost, by adverse possession, a large and val 
uable portion of the remaining half, a fact well 
known to the Senator from Calloway. Now sir, 
under what principle of right ought we, if we 
had the power, to re invest tbe management of 
this fund in the Laurel County Court? By what 
principles of policy ought tbe people of Laurel 
to ask it, seeing their interests have been so dis- 
astrously managed by it? 

The present position of this institution is, that 
the present irustee.s have gone on and sold a por- 
tion of the lands — they have realized from sates 
already made about $4,000 or $5,000. They 
have now in process of erection a beautiful 
brick bnilding, which, when finished, will cost 
about $4,00O. The act of 1856, authorizes 
them to furnish it with suitable library and 
apparatus, and the remainder of the fund to the 
purpose of education. Now sir, furnished with 
a suitable library and school apparatus, with a 
fine, durable, and suitably adopted buUdins:, such 
as that indicated, and still this fund, by proper 
management, will afford the means of endow- 
ing it in such manner in alt tune to come, as to 
render it permanent and highly useful. But sir, 
adopt the measure, pass this bill, and if it carry 
with it enough constitutional sanction to make it 
effective, and vou destroy this institution wholly, 
you crush it in the bud; vou blight the only hope 
of the lover of learning, who looks to the attain- 
ment of anything in tbe mountain region of coun 
try, in the fields of literature higher than is to 
be found in the “log cabin” school houses of the 
rural districts. And what do you substitute to 
the school districts of Laurel county? You give 
them annually what, about five or six dollars to 
each district in the county per annum. VVliat 
benefit will it confer? Will it confer any sen- 
sible benefit whatever? I confess I cannot dis- 
cover that any material benefit can result frooi 
such a distribution of the fund, and I submit H 
to the candor and good sense of the Senate* 
whether any permanent good can result from 
such a course. 

I am asked by the Senator from Clay, whether 
I will state to the Senate, if I believe the people 
of Laurel are not opposed to the law. I will 
state for the benefit of that Senator, (as he is 
modest enough to confess it is not his special 
business to legislate for my constituents,) I will 
say this. I have reason to believe that tbe ma- 
jority of the citizens of Laurel, without being ad 
vised on this subject, would very readily say they 
were opposed to this law. I have conversed with 
some who seemed lo disfavor the present law, 
who, on a brief, fair representation, have gen- 
erallv conceded that they had been wrongly in- 
formed as to the intent of tlie object to be accom- 
plished by the institution, and as to the right to 
convert it to the purposes intended by the act of 
1851, aud that of the present bill 1 uow state 
my sincere conviction, that if tbe people of 



Laurel, on their second sober thought in refer- 
ence to this question, governed by their good 
sense and regard for the principles of justice, 
characteristic of tbe good people of Laurel- — 
I’hat if they will set aside those demagogues who 
would misleadi-hcm, seizing upon such contempt- 
ible thingn as that of creating a distrust between 
the citizens of town and conntrv, and calmly suf 
fer this institution to go forward in its usefulness, 
diffusing its lasiinir and enduring benefit to the 
exterior limits of the county, educating, as 1 am 
satisfied it will do, the sons and d.aughters of oit 
izens of the diflerent districts in tbe county, that 
five years shall have gone by , tbe people of Laurel 
will feel grateful to this Senate, if it to day should 
reject the bill under coiiMderacion. 

Mr Speaker, I am proud to stand here the 
humble advocate of an institution so well as this 
bids fair to be. I am proud that an honored coun- 
ty of my district, can boast .-*•» bright a gem in 
iteraiy achivemeiit as this bids lair to be, and I 
have the most abiding consciousness that ere long 
the good people of Laurel will rejoice in the 
glory this institution will shed upon her good 
name and the character of her people.

The article may be taken as a full statemeint 
of the motives actuating the malcontents, an d, 
if its statements can be successfully aiiswere'd, 
we suppose that ut course that diasatisfactkm 
will uo lunger exist. 

A Measure of Interest to Frankfort. — By 
reference to the Senate proceedings of yesterday 
it will be seen that a bill was reported making 
an additional voting place in the precinct in 
which this city is situated. We are surprised 
that such a measure is advocated by any person 
in this precinct, as it is well known to every one 
that alt of the votes within its bounds are usual 
ly taken by 2 or 3 o’clock on the day of every 
election. Phis is a case of additional expense for 
which there is uo necessity. 

We believe the measure to have been coio 
•eoeted by Democrats with a view to obtain some 
unfair advantage over the American party in this 
precinct, and we hope that it will be voted down. 
We leel satis&ed that if an expression of tlie 
wishes of the voters in this precinct were obtai n- 
ed, a very large m.ajority would be found against 
it. 

TTie Penator from this district very properly 
■aid that if his constituents were opposed to thus 
bill, he did not desire it to pass. It is true, as be 
stated, that the leave to bring in the bill hitd 
been obtained some weeks since, but we feel sati s 
fied that the project has never been agitated to any 
extent among the people, and we venture the ae' 
sertion that not one out of fifty voters in thispre 
cinct have ever heard that such a bill, as was re- 
ported, was before the Legislature Our Senator 
will represent the views of a large majority of 
his constituents in this precinct if he will oppose 
the bill. 



The Bank Question. — The bill to recharCer 
the Bank of Kentucky, Northern Bank, and Bank 
of Louisville, was again discussed in the House 
yesterday. Speeches were made by Joshua T 
White, James K Huey. Mr. Dellaven, W. B- 
Macben, and M C. Johnson, and while we ad- 
mired all the speeches, we are compelled to say, 
that the speech of Mr. Johnson was very far the 
ablest we have listened to this winter, and one of 
the ablest we have ever heard. It was charac 
terizfd by thorough knowledge of the subject, for 
cible argument, and lucidness in every particular. 
It was as admirable for its frankness andsinceri 
ty, its propriety and respectfulness, as for its 
great strength and logical beauty. We hope 
that Mr. Johnson will give his remarks to 
the public. 

07 Death has claimed as its victim another of 
Kentucky’s most distinguished citizens. Samuel 
Hanson, Esq., ef the county of Clarke, is no more. 
He died, after a long protraced illness, at his res- 
idence in the town of Winchester on Saturday 
morning last at 8)^ o’clock. 

Samuel Hanson was no ordinary man; indeed 
he was in every sense of the term an eztraordi 
nary man. Nature has dealt lavishly with him, 
and her gifts had been nurtured and cultivated 
with great assiduity. Born in the city of Alex- 
andria. then in the District of Columbia, he re 
ceived the benefits of a superior scholastic and 
legal education, and at an early age exhibited 
promises of the ability and usefulness which 
characterized his subsequeiit career. He left the 
District about fifty years ago, in company witli 
Mr. Clay, then a member of the National Legis 
laturc for Kentucky, and. after a brief residence 
in other sections of the State, located in the coun- 
ty in which he died, and for upwards of forty 
years has been regarded by its citizens with the 
respect, esteem and confidence which are always 
the attendants of a life of usefulness and private 
worth. 

But the fame of Samuel Hanson was not con- 
fined to the country in which he lived, or its im- 
mediate vicinity. He was extensively and favor- 
ably known throughout the Commonwealth, and 
bis name will long be remembered and revered 
by hosts ef true hearted friends in every section 
of the State. His fine scholarly attainments, 
great legal learning aftd superior natural abilities 
placed him in the front rank of statesmen and ju- 
rists in Kentucky, and commanded for him a po 
sition and a reputation of which any man mi^ht 
be justly proud. He was always a consistent Whig, 
repeatedly represented his countyinboth branch 
es of the Legislature, and at one time filled the 
office of Speaker of the Senate with great credit 
and distinction. The records of the Legislature 
for years bear the impress of his masterly geni 
us and the conservative principles which marked 
ln« whole political history, and'few survive him 
who hsve exerted a more potent influence upon 
the-policy of the State during the stormiest peri- 
ods of her political history. 

But it was not alone in his public capacity that 
Samuel Hansou was distinguished. In all his 
private relations, like the illustrious Bayard, he 
was “without fear and without reproach” .A 
kind and indulgent husband and father, a faithful 
counsellor and a steadfast friend, he will be re 
membered as the man who fulfilled his duty to 
those connected with him bv the most endearin" 
ties. ^ 

But eulogy in regard to such a man soon cx- 
austs itself, and we close this brief and imperfect 
tribute to an old and valued friend, by directing 
attention to an obituary in auutlier part of our 
paper by a distiiigiiislied eootem(>orary of the il- 
iuaUious dead. — Obterver if Reporter 



For tho CommonwsaUh. 

City Reform — Its Necessity. 

A proposition will soon be inCroducsd into both 
Houses of the General Assembly to amend the 
charier of the city of Frankfort, so as to empow 
er the Common Council to lew taxes on certain 

I 

dcacriptiuns of property, not subject to taxation 
under the orovisions of the present charter; also, 
aulhoiizing them to increase the rate of taxation 
to an amount not exceeding one dollar on the one 
hundred dollars, so as thereby to create a sinking 
fund for the prompt discharge of all the existing 
liabilities of the city. This proposed amendment 
seems to meet the universal sanction and approval 
of the citizens and the tax payers of the city. To 
their credit be it said, they seem to be animated 
with but one feeling, the earnest wish that the 
entire indebtedness of the town should be faith 
fully met and discharged, even to the last cent of 
the last dollar, and to that end they are willing 
to impose upon themselves whatever amount of 
additional taxation may be requisite for the pur- 
pose. At the same time a proposition will be 
submitted to amend the charter, by making all city 
officers, including the City Clerk,Treasurer, Mar 
shal, and Assessor, directly elective by the people, 
and also directing the publication of monthly re- 
ports of all proceedings of the hoard of Common 
Council, and an annual report of all receipts and 
disbursements by the Treasurer. Upon this last 
proposed amendment there is doubtless consider 
able difierencs of opinion among the citizens. 
The ground upon which the friends of reform 
l)ase their petition for the contemplated 'change 
in the city charter, may be briefly stated, thus: 

The city is largely, very largely, in debt. The 
exact amount of this indebtedness is not known 
to the people at luige, even if it is to the mem 
bers of the Common Council themselves, but it 
is generally supposed to largely exceed $150,000. 
The greater part of this heavy indebtedness has 
been created by the Board, without any previous 
authority or action on the part of the great body 
t>f the people calling for or demanding the same. 
Fur the last seven years the Board has steadily 
refused and failed t<> make a full report of the 
financial condition of the town of the amount of 
funds which have passed tlirougb their hands or 
those of their agents, or of the manner and pur- 
poses for which the same have been applied and 
appropria'cd , although fully aware of the strong 
desire on the part of the citizens that they should 
do so. and of the great dissatisfaction their fail- 
ure to make a report h.-is uccationed. The citi 
zens being thus deprived of a report, shut out 
from light when and where they most nssded it, 
have of course been left to mere conjecture as to 
whether their municipal afi'airs have been vigi- 
lantly and faithfully, or negligently and culpably 
administered. As is oatsral under tbe circum- 
stances, and as should have been expected, doubts, 
misgivings, and fears, have arisen in the minds 
of many They fear, from this continued failure 
to make a report, that errors both of oroiasion 
and commission have been committed in the ad- 
ministration of tbe municipal affairs, that wrongs 
and abuses have crept into the city government, 
which solicit the light of investigation and scru- 
tiny, and demand the active agency of thorough 
reform. Say they, if no wrong has been done, 
why not let the people see and judge for them- 
selves? If no acU of culpabie negligence and 
error have been perpetrated, why this persistent 
failure during the long period of seven yesrs to 
make a report? If no abuses or corruptions, or 
misapplication of the city resources have taken 
place, why shut out the light? why shun invest! 
gallon and scrutiny? Why not make at once, 
and annually, a full, complete, and detailed re- 
port of all matters connected with the city finan- 
ces? If suspicions have arisen in tbe minds of 
any as to these things, the Council have them 
selves, and themselves alone, to blame for it. 
Their neglect, their dereliction from duty, in 
failing to make a report, has been the primary 
and aole cause of it. But it is my purpose to 
state facts as they are generally understood, not 
to enter into arguments. From these facts, the 
members of tbe Legislature, who will shortly be 
called upon to pass judgment upon the propriety 
of the proposed amendments to the city charter, 
must deduce their own inferences, and arrive at 
their own conclusions. 

One of the chief causes of the present enor- 
mous indebtedness of the city, has been the erec- 
tion of the new, or town hotel, and tbe wretched 
manner in which its affairs hare been managed 
or rather mismanaged and abused. A few facu 
in connection with this hotel business, will not 
be inappropriate in this connection. 

As before said, the City Couucil, of their 
own action, without any previous authority 
ity from, or consultation with, tbe great body of 
tbe citizens, contracted for the building the hotel 
and furnishing the same, at a cost Isrgely exceed 
ing $100,000. To pay for the same they iseued 
the city bonds, bearing six per cent, interest, and 
running, it is not now recollected how manv 
years. Shortly after this, or, it is possible, just 
previous, they transferred the entire control and 
management of the hotel building and its busi- 
ness over to a few gentlemen , styled the hotej 
committee, or directory, not one of whom ever 
subscribed a dollar’s worth of stock in the com- 
pany in his individual capacity, and several, if 
not a majority, of whom paid but a limited amount 
of taxes into the general treasury. Thereupon 
this hotel directory assumed the entire control 
and management of the hotel, and all matters 
connected with it. They, as I learn, considered 
their authority over the same supreme and abs® 
lute. They recognized no authority in the Coun- 
cil directly, or the people ultimately, to inquire 
into, interfere with, or supervise their action in 
its administration. They ordered all things as 
they thought proper, and utterly scouted and 
scoffed at the idea of any responsibility on their 
part, to the trustees or the people. In one in- 
stance, it is said, they even ordered out of th® 
room which was the seat of their meeting, sever 
al of the Councilmen who had gone there to en- 
quire into the affairs of the hotel, as intruders 
who had no right to be there. With such exalted 
ideas of their irresponsible authority, they em 
ployed a landlord upon a salary, to keep the hotel 
for two years, upon city account. Under his ad- 
ministration, it is currently reported, and gener- 
ally believed, no regular system of books snd 
accounts, of receipts and expenditures, was ever 
kept, that many and grievous neglects and abuses 
arose, and that the peculiar friends and partisans 
of himself and the two boards, were permitted to 
live and indulge in comparative luxury, without 
anv charge being made against, or payment ex- 
acted from them, at the expense of tbe honest, 
industrious tax payers of the town. The result 
of his two years superintendency was, that at th® 
end of that time, it was found that the hotel bad 
brought the city in debt from $10,000 to $20,000, 
instead of its having been, as it reasonably should 



bar® been, a source of that amount of profit and 
emolument, had its affairs been faithfully and 
honestly conducted. Incredible as it may seem, 
it is actually stated, upon the authority of one of 
the directors, that the bar itself brought the city 
in debt during this time, a time when it is uiiiver 
sally and notoriously known there was more dis- 
sipation than was ever known before or since in 
Frankfurt, during ihs same space of time, more 
winesdrank at table, and liquors at the bar It is 
rumored, and was so publicly acknowledged by 
tbe late President of tbe Hotel Company, that the 
landlord was frequently in the habit of inviting 
numbers of gentlemen, bis friends and favorites, 
to dine with him, and feasting them upon tbe 
choicest wines and roost sumptuous viands, at tbe 
public expense, no charge having ever been en- 
tered against him therefor. It is also rumored 
that divers other gentlemen were in the habit of 
ordering similar dinners, at irregular hours, par- 
taking of tbe finest wines in tbe establishment, 
and yet all was set down to the general account 
of profit and loss; tbs loss of course being 
sustained by the tax-payers of the town at large. 

Nor are these tbe only abuses of power or neg- 
lects ot solemn duty, which are said and believed 
to have taken place in the management of tbe 
bot<-l . It is said that after the hotel directory, 
instigated thereto in part by the almost univer- 
sal out cry of the citizens, had removed the faith- 
les.s landlord of their own appointment, they 
leased the hotel out to a citizen of the town for 
the term of two years at a stipulated annual rent; 
but that they totally failed, as they should in all 
common prudence «nd duty have done, to take 
from the lessee or bis sureties any note, bond, or 
obligation either for the payment of the rent, or 
the faithful discharge of his duties as a public 
landlord. If the city has sustained no loss or 
detriment thereby, it has bsen purely owing to 
the personal honor and justice of the lessee or 
his sureties, not to the prudent aud vigileut watch 
fulness of its interests by the council or the ho 
til directory. Nor has this strange neglect of 
the public interests by its fun<'tionaries, wherebv 
serious injury may result u> the city, and the com- 
munity, stopped here. It is further reported that 
they have again leased the hotel for a term of 
years to another gentlem.an, but have again fail- 
ed to lake from the lessee any bond or other obli- 
gation for the faithful discharge of his duty and 
compliance with the terms of his contract, other 
than his simple notes for the payment of the rent. 
The consequence is that this gentleman conceir 
ing himself under no written contract or legal 
obligation to keep the house open as a hotel, has 
frequently expressed his intention to close it im- 
mediately upon the adjournment of the Legisla 
lure, against the universal wish and most mani- 
fest interests of tbe citizens. 

Such are some of the numerous rumors as geo- 
erally credited and believed, as they are univer- 
sslly rife among the people of some of the neg 
lecis, abuses, and impositions perpetrated upon 
the public under the administration of this town 
landlord and others 'These rnmors mav he true 
or false. It is sufficient for my oiirpose that they 
generally prevail, and are as generally credited. 
If false, the sooner they are proved to he so th» 
better for all concerned, the better for the unin- 
formed and long patient public, whose minds are 
atla.stina painful and restless state of doubt, 
suspense, and anxiety with regard to them; the 
better for those gentlemen to whom the neglect 
and blame of their occurrence is supposed to at- 
tach. If they should, upon rigid impartial in- 
vestigation, prove to he fal.se, tions will be mor» 
ready to acknowledge the fact, or none more will 
ing and prompt to do full and entire justice to the 
gentlemen aggrieved by their existence than my 
self. But if, on the other hand, they are true, 
they only show how much a full, complete, and 
searching investigation Into all the public ac 
counts and affairs of the city is demanded by the 
people, and how urgent and imperative is the ne 
ccseity for an immediate thorough and radical 
cliange in the charter and organization of our 
municipal government. 

With this unfortunate and dearly bought ex- 
perience of the past staring them full in the 
face, with these feverish and restless doubts as 
to the future, disturbing and racking their minds, 
many, if not a majority of the citizens and tax- 
payers, are earnestly anxious for the proposed 
reform in the city charter, whereby they can take 
their own affairs more directly into their own 
keeping, and guard themselves against the recur- 
rence of similar wrongs and abuses hereafter. — 
Their petition for reform will soon be presented 
to the legislature. Is their prayer unwise, un 
reasonable, or unjust to any one? If not, it is 
earnestly hoped it will be promptly granted.
